NEW COLOE PHOTOGRAPHY, 


American Professor Lectures ill Lomlou 


oil the LivtoBt Process, 


Professor It. W. Wood of Wisconsin 


University recently lectured at the Socie- 
ty of Arts ou his researches in that fruit- 
ful lield of experiment, color photogra- 
phy. Sir W. De W. Atmey occupied tho 
chair, and the audience included 
many 


notable physicists and photographic ex- 
perimentalists. 


Professor Wood's process is a simpli- 


fication of the "indirect" or "tri-color" 
process, which owes its existence to 
the 


theories of Young and 
IlelmhoHz, and 


the practice of experimenters, of whom 
Clerk Maxwell, Ducos dn Hanson, and 
Frederick K. Ires are (lie chief. It is a 
process for doing what the eye does. We 
ilistiiiKUish between every color because 
our eyes have three sets of nerves, each 
sensitive to one of the colors, red, green, 
and blue, but still, in some degree, to 
the oilier two as well. White 
light 
is 


made up oE rays of these tliree colors.aud 
the colors of every natural object are com- 
posed of these three in some proportion. 
The eye nerves separately sensitive 
to 


these three colors combine them agaiu lu 
the sensalioii which they 
give to 
the 


brain. The photographic method is an 
imitation of the eye's 
method. Three 


negatives arc made, through red, green 
and violet screens, and from these three 
transparencies are 
produced on glass. 


Each of these positives represents the

If we view them 
backed up with a suitable red, green, or 
violet glass the actual amounts of these 
colors will be seen.

A KLONDIKE IN JAPAN. 


Cold is now being found in large quan- 


tities at Hokkaido, in the province of Ki- 
tami in Japan. A territory-embracing 050 
square niilca, the central point of which is 
Mount Horo-Noborn, is being worked and 
with such splendid results that old diggers 
have styled it the Japanese Klondike. Al- 
most all the gold Is found in littlo pools 
and streams, which have their source in 
Mount Horo-Noboru. 


Until recently there was only a small 


village in this district, the inhabitants of 
which numbered about 400 inhabitants, 
whereas today there is a flourishing city 
witli a population of more than 8,000. As 
to the exact yield ol gold up to tbo present 
it is not easy to obtain reliable statistics, 
[or the reason that the diggers arc very 
reticent on tho subject, evidently (caring 
that if their good fortune becomes general- 
ly known, a host of adventurers will Hock- 
to Hokkaido from all parts of the world. 
It is certain, however, that one company, 
which has been buying gold from the dig- 
gers, has exported* 900 kilograms of tbe 
pure metal within the past nine months. 


The gold is obtained in the most primi- 


tive manuer aud much more easily than is 
the case in other well known gold fields. 
Tho climatic conditions at Hokkaido are 
also exceptionally favorable for this work. 
The right to search (or gold can be pur- 
chased from the government for a small 
sum, yet it is said that many of the present 
diggers have paid nothing and that the 10 
policemen who are employed to sel! conces- 
sions find it impossible to collect a cent 
from many ot those who are daily gather- 
ing uphold from the-beds of the small pools 
and streams. 


ESPINOSA TO BE 
GROWN 
IN 


FLORIDA. 


Several thousand acresin South Florida 


will bo devoted this year to tte raising of 
espinosa, otherwise and familiarly known 
there aa the Florida coffee-weed. It gets 
its name from its seeds, growing in pods, 
and somewhat resembling the coffee bean. 
To what uso it is put tho Florida grow- 
ers profess not to know. It is sufficient 
for them that it has a market. Like thn 
sunflower seed, so largely raised in west 
ern Iowa, it is probably used as an adul- 
terant. The plant Is a native of Mexico, 
and its seeds havo been imported Into the 
United States ID. large quantities for a 
number of years, large firms in tbo West 
and North buying heavily. So large was 
tho demand that attempts wore mado to 
grow the.plant in tho United States. K\- 
perlmeuts with It, in Arkansas and Texas 
failed, but satisfactory results wero ob- 
tained in Florida last year, and a rapid 
growth of tho Industry there Is predicted.

The sumo statement Is 
made in regard to Cuba, and the fact 
bus tell pointed out that in the Phil- 
ippines the United Slates, with :i fleet 
ot war vessels and 00,000 soldiers, has 
been unable to prevent flic snuigglins 
of arms and aiuuiuuitiou to the Fili- 
pinos and that Spain was unable io 
prevent, with her entire fleet, the 
smuggling of war materials to the Cu- 
bans. These arc. among the reasons 
given iu the pamphlet why there never 
should be free trado between the Phil- 
ippines or Cuba and the United States. 


The Tcoplc of tlie Islnmls. 


The population of the islands is esli- 


mated at 0,080,124, although tliu agent 
of the census bureau, from whom this 
estimate is taken, says that he. believes 
the basis Is too low, r.tid the pamphlet 
gives the Jiguro at 8,000,000 in round 
numbers. 
There is an interesting 


chapter upon the various races and 
tribes which compose this population, 
and II. is asserted that the inhabitants 
of the Philippines belong fo three 
sharply distinct races— the Negrito, the 
Indonesian aud the Malayan. The first 
is said Io lie a disappearing tribe, and 
their number is estimated, at L'5,000. 
The Indonesian is estimated at about 
200,000 and the rest Is largely Malayan. 
Considerable space is devoted to tin: 
lialjilalion of Hie different tribes that. 
compose the races given above, and 
also there is a discussion of the civili- 
zation of the various peoples and the 
progress which has been made among 
them. There arc not very many Jap- 
anese in the Philippines, but a. con- 
siderable number of Chinese. 


Commerce, llefloiircua, Etc. 


The commerce and resources of ihc 


islands form a very interesting feature 
of the report for those who desire to 
have such information, in compact 
form. It relates to transportation, the 
exports and imports, a great deal about. 
minerals, showing where the gold, sli- 
ver. iron, lead, copper and coal and 
marble aud other articles are. found 
nnd what progress is bring made iu the 
way of prospecting ami working llio 
mines. Them is also a discussion of 
the woods SKI] forests, which are valu- 
able and which, it is expected, will 
form an important feature of. the ex-- 
ports to Ihe islands.

Xork, the owner receiving about $27,000.

There arc some, queer spots in Xow York 


oily, luiusual places that, one. would not 
dreaai existed In the metropolis of the 
western hemisphere. One 
of. them 
is 


"Sunken Village," which is bounded by 
Sixty-second and Sixty tirst streets and 
Central Park west. It consists of eight 
shanties situated on a tract of laud about 
IS feot below tho level of tho surrounding 
streets. A high board fpucc incloses the 
"village" on all sides, and behind it the 
villaKers eat and sleep, work and play, 
live and die, undisturbed by Mm ga*o ol 
' The shanties wore constructed of boards, 
but they have been patched and thatched 
till but little ot tho original inatcria, ot 
which they were built remains. Just how 
lone thov'havo been there no one seems to 
Know: in tho days of the old Blooming- 
dale road the "village" was proporUoa- 
utolv as far from the city as Mount Ver- 
non'is now. In those days the settlement 
contained inns and resorts of various 
kinds, and drivinc parties gathered there 
to pass it merry evening undisturbed.. 


Tno city grow apace, and in lakine n 


mi»bty leap passed over "Sunken Ml- 
IIIBO" and forgot that it had been left be 
hind. Tho 
surrounding 
country 
was 


tilled and graded, but "Sunken \ illago 
remained at Its original level. Hue res- 
idences, the abodes ol wealth and retlne 
incut, were erected all around, but the 
residents of "Sunken Village" paid no 
attention to them/ They went their way 
and tho towering homes of luxury cast no 
shadow upon their hearthstones or In any 
wise influenced their lives. Most of the 
shanties have heo.i handed down 
from 


father to sou for generations, and those 
who occupy them pay only ground rent to 
the owners of the property, and this sill 
llccf to pav tho taxes. As a class tin 
dwellers tiiore are Ishmaolitcs; they liiiv 
but little Intercourse! with ot lors, nolthc 
do they wish tho outside world to intnd 
itself upon them. They are contomptii
